All About... 


66Greetings from one of Farthing 
Wood's true queens. I’m a queen 
bumble bee and it’s thanks to me that 
you might see swarms of colourful 
bees in the summer, buzzing around 
gardens, fields and woods in search 
of nectar from flowering plants. There 
are 19 different kinds of bumble bees 
in Britain and we all live in families 
called colonies. We queens survive for 
a year or more, but the others have a 
short and busy life and are killed off 
by cold weather in autumn.99 


When | emerge from my hibernation shelter - ina 
bank or under a pile of leaves or moss — | look 
for sugary nectar to give me energy so that my 
eggs can develop inside me. Then | buzz around, 
close to the ground, searching for a good nest 
site. | make mine underground, out of grass and 
moss, but some of my relatives make theirs 
above ground, in the grass or on a sunny bank. 


COLLECTING POLLEN 

If you see a bumble bee coated in a fine, yellow 
dust, then you can be sure it has just been visiting a 
flower that’s full of pollen. Female bees collect the 
pollen in special baskets on their hind legs. 

Using her front and middle legs, the bee brushes off 
the pollen that has stuck to the hairs at the front of 
her body. Then she passes it to the baskets. 


FEEDING TUBE 
Have you ever noticed a bee right inside the 
head of a tube-shaped flower, like a foxglove? 
Do you know what it’s doing? It’s collecting 
nectar from the flower’s nectaries. The bee’s 
feeding tube, called a proboscis, is normally 
kept folded under its head. When it wants to 
feed, the bee unfolds the proboscis and sucks 
up the nectar with its hairy tongue. The nectar 
is stored in a special sac until the bee returns 
to the nest and unloads it.

<The Queen starts off the colony. Once 
the first workers emerge from their 
cocoons, she stays in the nest, building 
more cells and laying more eggs. The 
cells are round and are attached to each 
other in a cluster. By the time the last egg 
is laid, there could be several hundred 
bees belonging to the colony. 


A The Workers are female bees. 
Their job is to keep the queen and the 
developing young supplied with 
nectar and pollen, to help with 
building new cells and to defend the 
nest against intruders. The first 
workers to emerge, usually in late 
April, are much smaller than workers 
born near the end of the summer.
